THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
The third annual message ot Governor 
Smith was read to the Legislature at noon 
on Thursday, and was published in the 
Gazette on the same day. The message is 
is one of these documents which will bear 
a careful reading. It is net long, neither is 
it loaded down with unintelligible figures 
and dry statements. It is an excellent 
state paper, and gives as briefly as possible, 
the condition ofathe State and its institutions. 
He first deals with the finances of the 
State, and gives the receipts of the Treas­ 
ury 
for 
the 
fiscal 
year 
ending 
September 
30, 
1879, at 
$1,812.682.20, 
and the disbursements for the same time at 
$1,627,146 49, leaving a balance in the 
Treasury of $388,824 GO. The State debt 
at the close of the fiscal year was $2,252,- 
057. The indebtedness of the counties, 
cities, towns, villages, and school districts 
in the State is $10,115,892, which, with the 
State debt, makes the total indebtedness ot 
the people of Wisconsin a little over 12 
millions of dollars, or about $8.50 per cap­ 
ita of the estimated population. There are 
but few States in the Union—not more 
than four or five, perhaps six—that eau 
boast of so Email a debt. The State tax 
now being collected, is $455,000, which is 
$226,517 less than last year, and 23 
per cent. less than the least tax in any 
preceding year. This is one of the im 
portant benefits resulting from Governor 
Smith’s wise and economical administra 
don. 
The cost of the common schools In the 
State during the year, was $2,152,783.15, 
seveoty-fonr per cent of which was paid 
to teachers as wages. There were 293,286 
scholars attending school during the past 
year, and were taught by 9,875 teachers 
and in 5,626 school houses. 
The message states that the number ot 
convicts in the State Prison on the 30lh of 
September, w u 309, thirty-seven less 
than there w u on the corresponding 
day last year. There were 130 commit­ 
ments during the year, against 213 for the 
year ending September 30, 1878. The 
Governor discusses the condition of the 
various State institutions, and gives some 
Interesting facts concerning them: 
He 
evidently does not believe in the manner 
in which the Trustees of the State Hospital 
tor the Insane have been doing business 
during the year—making Improvements 
and expending v u t sums of money with - 
out any authority of the law—and refers 
the matter to the Legislature. 
The Governor renews his suggestion of 
last year, regarding the establishment of au 
institution for dependent children. He says 
the law wisely prohibits the authorities 
from sending these unfortunates to the 
poor-house, and it should also prohibit 
them from being sent to the industral 
schools, the inmates of which are general­ 
ly incorrigible youths, or criminals. He 
does not think it is right to bring depend­ 
ent children which are either orphans or 
homeless, but have no bad habits, in con­ 
tact with the classes which usually find 
their way into the Industrial School This 
subject is one which should receive the 
earnest attention of the Legislature. 
We call the attention of the readers of 
the Gazette to these parts of the message 
treating upon railways, the Fox River im ­ 
provement, public lands, the rate of inter 
est, and agriculture. }A careful reading of 
the message will give one a great deal of 
valuable information 
concerning State 
matters which cannot be obtained except 
by consulting a great many public docu­ 
ments, very few of which are accessible to 
the general reader.

The closing argument for the 
defense by the senior counsel, Mr. Watrous, 
was a cold, searching analysis of the testi­ 
mony for the State. He portrayed its in­ 
consistencies, its improbabilities, and in 
scathing terms criticised the extraordi­ 
nary readiness of many of the State’s wit­ 
nesses to come forward and testify to any­ 
thing and everything which the State 
might need to connect links in the chain 
which it had endeavored to weave around 
an innocent mao. He pomted out that 
many things which Hayden had done, and 
which the State alleged were indicative oi 
guilt, were most natural, and some were 
such that no gnilty man possessed of good 
sense would ever think of doing 
lo con 
elusion, he said that Mr. Hayden rejected 
the suggestion of the State that a verdict 
be given of second degree only. He pre­ 
ferred to take the risks of acquittal or con* 
vicuon.

T he S tory o f tile D eath o f the G ifted 
T heodosia 
B a r r 
A lston as 
T old 
Many Y ears ago B o u n In A labam a. 
To the Editor of the Bt. Louis Republican 
Tho story republished in your paper cl 
the Hist lost, purporting to be the death­ 
bed confession of a pauper clearing up the 
mystery which bai hitherto surrounded 
the fate ot the beautiful and gifted Haugh - 
ter of Aaron bu rr, Hods strong confirma­ 
tion—amounting on my part lo absolute 
conviction ot its tru tn —in 
an anecdote 
told me by my mother many years, and 
which I think I once published, though I 
am not certain as to this point. 
My m a­ 
ternal grandm other, then a widow with 
the one child that afterward became my 
mother, moved out of *Moille country” (as 
the region Known as Southern Alabama 
and W elt Florida was then called), in the 
early part of the present century, and set­ 
tled about two miles 
west of 
the little 
hamlet ot Mobile. 
Most of the earlier em­ 
igrants from the older states to this region 
settled on the eastern side of Mobile bay, 
in what is now known as Baldwin couuty, 
Alabama. 
Indeed, the only town in the 
whole "Mobile county” 
of any size and 
promise at that time was Stockton, situated 
on the Ten: .s river, somewhere near the 
present cro sing ot the Mobile and Great 
Northern railroad, aud wmch has since 
gone to decay and ruin. As to Mobile, it 
was only a (little collection of huts and 
houses around “the fort” which nobody 
thought woald eyer be more than a village. 
Among these earlier settlers In Baldwin 
were the Hall aud B yrnts tannic?, uearly 
akin to my grandm other, and as a natural 
consequence, m ach of 
THE GIRLHOOD OF MY MOTIIEH 
was spent in visiting their houses. Closely 
connected in business aud otherwise with 
the elder Hall and Geneial dc Vauvolsie.a 
Frenchm an and a soldier, who lived, with 
his family, a wile aud oue daughter, on 
Dauphin Island,or Hie do la Ma°*icre,as it 
was formerly called. This daughter aud 
my mother, being of the same age and fre­ 
quently m eeting, soou became very much 
attached to one another aud a friendship 
was formed which lasted during the entire 
lifetime ot both of them. General Dc V au- 
volsie’s house was the rendezvous of to d a r­ 
ing men whom chance threw upon D au ­ 
phin's island, aud he always had a num ber 
ut them about bim. 
It was the delight ut 
the two girls to listen lo the sci tales ol 
these men, and iu after years my mother j 
occasionally would rummage her memory 
and tell us children some ct the stories that 
she had heard drop from their lips—stories 
sometimes told by the original narrators to 
each other with no Idea that the curly head­ 
ed little girls playing around them were j 
drinking in every word, and would oue 
day tell them to their children—stories of 
the Spanish M ain,of battle under the black 
tlag, of burning ships, of heaps of gold, 
bales of silks, caskets of jewels captured ; 
dories of blood and fire, of m urder aud 
rapine, just such stories as would sink 
deepest into the youtntul mind aud pro 
duce stories well nigh intlTaccable. 
The 
wars that had shaken aud were still shak 
mg the world at that time gave opportu­ 
nity for most of 
THOSE BLOODY NARRATIVES 
to be told as having recurred in legitimate 
warfare, but sometimes even this disguise 
was thrown away. 
It was on such an 
occioion that my mother and her little 
playmate heard a man whom General de 
Vauvoisie had employed 
recount to a 
companion how he and his mates had once 
made a ship’s crew, passengers aud all 
walk the plauk 
Ile described the beha­ 
vior of ditlcrent individuals and the man- 1 
aer 
that 
they met death—how some I 
begged aLd prayed and otbere took it a** | 
coolly as tnough they were gomg to break 
fast 
a beaut it ul young woman, a cabin passen­ 
ger, who dressed herself all in white, spec­ 
ially tor the occasion, and walked off tut* 
plank with a prayer book in her hands.” 
The ruffian went on and described her 
''plunder” certain jewelry that she had 
aud other effects captured by him and his 
piratical companions, lo a manner that 
caused the description to siuk deeply into 
the minds and memory ot the little eaves 
droppers.

years at lei wards 
my 
mother read for the first time a newspaper 
account ot the railing of the Patriot and a 
description of Theodosia Alston, and the 
instant that she did so she recognized for 
the first time the original of the "beautiful 
youog woman” that met death so bravely 
In this news- 


I (CTCT was expected to die, everything pos- f 
* Bible was done for her. She was nineteen 
years of age, and up to the time of the 
accident in go d health. 
Under cartful 
mtdi< ii treatm ent she I allied, aud an 
attem pt was made to graft new skin on the 
wound, but Jtbe surface exposed was so 
I great that nature was unable to cover 
| it with new flesh. 
Particles of skin were 
taken from the arms of several persons iu 
this city and attached to the wound, In 
the hope that a graft might be sprouted 
and H e wound healed up, but the at­ 
tem pt was not a success. 
The skull was 
laid so completely bare that there was 
not sufiideot life left to start a new 
growth, 
After treatm ent by Dr. Linde the patient 
went to Milwaukee, where she entered a 
hospital for a course of treatm ent, but 
although she improved somewhat, the 
wound did not heal except around the 
edges. 
Up to the time of her death there 
was 
a 
large 
circular 
spot on her 
skull 
which 
was 
raw 
and 
unhealed 
aud required constant daily dresstog by 
her attendants. 
Her general health soon 
returned to a certain extent, and for the 
P’S’, four years she bai been able to do 
light housework and to walk out. W ithin 
the time stated, she had a severe attack of 
typhoid fever, through which she passed 
successfully. 
About tea days ago, on taking a severe 
cold, she was attacked with intlammation 
of the brain, superinduced, no doubt, by 
tho peculiar condition of her bead, and after 
an illness of about a week, death pat an 
end to her sufferings, which must have 
been h orrible, even to contemplate.

HELD FOB TRIAL.

A s s a u lt fe a se R e n d e re d T o day*. 
Considerable interest has been felt in the 
examination of the case ot the State vs. 
Alex .Russell, in 
which the latter was 
charged with 
an assault upon young 
O’Hara. 
It will be rem embered that the 
trouble first arose in W ulffs saloon, and 
the City Marshal there had a squabble 
with O’Hara and Kelley, the 
M arshal 
claiming that they were disorderly and 
had attacked him, when he was trying to 
clear the saloon in accordance with 
the 
request of the proprietor. 
Afterwards 
O 'H ara and Kelley arm ed themselves with 
pieces 
of 
gas 
pipe, 
as 
they say 
to 
protect 
themselves 
in 
case 
they 
came 
across 
tho 
Marshal, 
again. Russell got word that they wero 
after him , and intended to assault him. and 
when he next met them they were sitting 
by Fredendali’s store, and he arrested 
them . They say he drove them to jail at 
the point of a revolver, and that when near 
Dr. Horne’s house O 'H ara turned to run, 
and Russell shot several times, one ball 
hitting O'H ara in the back. Russell claim 
cd that O’Hara turned and went tor him 
with an ugly piece ol iron gas pipe, and 
he fired at him in self-defense. 
Justice Prichard rendered his decision 
this morning. 
Ile reviewed the testimony 
In detail, and laid down the law &9 being 
that In case of a misdemeanor, the Marshal 
could not arrest w ithout process of law, 
unless the act was comm itted in his pres­ 
ence, and that under such an arrest he would 
lave 
no right 
to shoot an 
escaping 
prisoner. 
In case of felony the law was 
different, bat the testimony showed that if 
any offense had been committed by O’Hara 
it was only a misdemeanor. 
Hu did not 
think the Marshal had a right to arrest 
O’Hara while sitting quietly in Frcden- 
dall’s doorway, but even it he did arrest 
him legally, he had no right to shoot at 
him when escaping. Tills resolved the 
whole question down to w hether Russell 
shot to prevent an escape or shot in self 
defense. 
He decided that it befell the de 
fondant to show a preponderance cl evi­ 
dence that he deemed his life and safety in 
peril, and fired to defend himself, and he 
did not deem the evidence strong enough 
in support of this claim to w arrant him in 
discharging tho accused. 
He therefore 
deemed it better to let the C ircuit Court 
pass upon the case. 
The bail was fixed at 
$500, which was promptly given, 
the 
charge to which he will be called upon to 
answer being assault with intent to do 
great bodily b a rn .
